| PRESIDENT DECIDES ron 
LINE TO THE ORIENT. 


Bepecially in Time of Wer, by the 


to Extend Not Only to Honolulu and . 
Hongkong but to Reach Manila as 
Well—Work Expected. te Be 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 
President Roosevelt has decidea on the con- 
ditions under which the Commercial Cable 
company may lay its cable to China and the 
Philippines. As arranged the conditions 
practically give the e control of 
the cable. : 

The terms are considered so satisfactory 
to the company as well as certain ot approval 
by congress that it is thought, ‘work will be 
begun soon. 

Several months ago the Pacific G 
Cable company sought permission from the 
government to lay a Pacific cable, running 
from San Francisco via Honolulu and Guam 
to China, there to connect with the British 
cable to the Philippines. The proposition of 
the company Was to assume all expense of 
laying and operating the cable. For the 
concessions of landings at San Francisco, 
Honolulu, and Guam the company proposed 
to grant to the Uniti States government 
— rates and, in certain conditions of 

„practically absolute control of the cable. 


non Makes His Report. 

Mr. Roosevelt referred the whole subject 
to Attorney General Knox with a request 
that he go carefully over the proposed condi- 
tions, ellminating such as he might regard 
as impracticable and adding such otherd as 
he might believe would subserve the inter- 
este of the government. Mr, Knox’s investi- 
gations were weighed by the president before 
He announced his decision. | 

President Roosevelt approved of the 
amended conditions, and so far as the exec- 
utive branch of the government is concerned 
the company may now proceed with the work 
of laying the cable. It is regarded as essen- 
tial, however, that the conditions be rati- 
ed by act of congress. 

Government Is Much Favored. 

The conditions as approved by Mr. Roose- 
velt are regarded as particularly favorable 
to the government, and it is believed that, 
with the cordial indorsement of the presi- 
dent, which he will give the proposition in 
his. message next December, congress will 
ratify the conditions without serious delay. 

Attorney General Knox added several im- 
portant conditions to those proposed by the 
company, including these: 

That the United States government ‘at all 
times shall have priority of service. ‘ 

That the government, through: the post- 
master general, as is customary in such con- 
tracts, shall have the right to fix the rates 
to be charged by the company. 

That in time of war the government shall 
have the right absolutely to control the 


Must Lay Branch to Manila. 

That in order to protect not only the gov- 
ernment, but also individual private eus 
tomers of the company, the Pacific Commer- 
Cable company 18 a dis- 
tinct line of cable from China to Manila so 
that it will not be necessary to depend upon 
the British company, which now controls 
the only cable from Hongkong to Manila. 

And, finally, that the United States, at 
any time after the completion of ‘the cable, 
may purchase the line at an appraised val- 
uation to be fixed by arbitrators selected in 
the usual manner by the two parties to the 
transaction. 

Under the United States treaty with China 
the Chinese government, having granted to a 
British company the right to mairitain and 
operate a cable Hne within its domain, will |

Detectives Say Miss Orpha Tinsman 
te Died in Chicago and Implicate 
Four Young Men.

Started for a Short Walk.

Minnie was particular about how she looked, 


and never even went for a car ride without 
fixing up. She always put on der rings and 
carried her watch when she went out, but 


this night she did not take them. This proves 


to us that she had no Intention of going away 


with him. We all sat there waiting, expect- 


ing her to come back, and then we wént to 


bed. Mother was nervous, and I guess she |: 
didn’t sleep any at all. 


Minnie never was away from home at 
night. and mother always worried if we 
‘weren't at home early. When she found 
Minnie had not come home the next morn- 
ing mother was ill from worry, and we sent 
her away. She and Minnie were going to 
Grand Mere the next week, and so we had 


assume with only men inhabiting it. There 
was nothing to indicate the occupants had 
left hurriedly or with the intention of re- 
maining away for some time. I found noth- 
ing to indicate that a crime had been com- 
mitted there or that preparations for the 
commission of a crime had beén made.”’ 

While the detective was searching the 
house a crowd of neighbors assembled in 
front of the two story building and discussed 
the crime. Only a few apparently had heard 
of the identification, but they soon spread 
the news. Expressions of the neighbors 
showed that they believed Mrs. Bartholin 
also had been murdered. 

Boarder Tells His Story. 

Oscar Thompson, who was the sole lodger 
at the house when Mrs. Bartholin left home 
July 8, said he was surprised to learn of her 
departure from her son, as she had said 
nothing to him about golng away. 

He telephoned me that she had gone to 

Milwaukee and would not be back for sev- 
eral days,“ said Mr. Thompson. When I 
went home in the evening I found the house 
dark, the dogs, of which Mrs. Bartholin 
thought more, apparently, than she did of 
her son, hungry, and a kitten locked up in 
the house. This was so unusual that I 
thought of it several times because I never 
had known Mrs. Bartholin to neglect her 
pets. 
However, I took care of them while her 
son looked after the house. From time to 
time he told me he had received telegrams 
or letters from her advising him that she 
was not well and would remain away until 
she recovered. He said she had accompa- 
nied the family of Charles Stahl, 1220 Dun- 
ning street, and was visitng a sister of Mrs. 
Stahl. Bartholin borrowed $5 from me twice 
to go to Milwaukee after his mother, but 
he said afterwards that she was not well 
enough to come back with him. At another 
time he borrowed $3 to pay the gas bill, say- 
ing he would nét receive his pay until later. 


Stahis Had Not Seen Her. 


„When Bartholin disappeared on July 30 
I became suspicious regarding his mother. 


1 visited Mr. Stahl, and found that none 


of his family had gone to Milwaukee, and 
that Mrs. Stahl had no sister living there, 
They said they had not seen Mrs. Bartholin 
for more than a year. This confirmed my 
suspicions that Bartholin had died to me, and 
I notified the police at the Fiftieth street 
station. 
They came and searched the house. 
They found the door of Mrs. n 
room locked. The bathroom was filled with 
clothing which she had put to soak the day 
she disappeared. When we broke open the 
door we found the things in her room un- 
disturbed. None of her clothing, except, 
perhaps, what she had worn, was missing. 
A receipt book showing that she had paid

Bartholin purchased her groceries there and 
during her evening call she would talk over 
her troubles with Mrs. Geck, 

She told my wife frequently that she had 
trouble with her son, said Mr. Geck. She 
could not bd him to give her any money and 
this added to her burdeus. She said about 
two weeks before she disappeared that she 


was going to Milwaukee on a visit, so when | 


her son told us she had gone there we did not 
think anything of it.“ 

The finding of the receipt book on the chair 
convineed the police that Bartholin thought 
his mother had not pald her taxes and did not 
discover the absence of the money which she 
used for that purpose until after he found the 
book. William Mitchell informed Sergeant 
Storen that he had seen Bartholin have a 
roll of bills estimated the amount at 
$200—shortly after his mother disappeared. 

He told me that he had been to the races 
and had put $2 on a 100 to 1 shot that had 
won,“ said Mitchell. I paid no attention 
to it at the time, although I did not know he 
had been to the races at all.“ ! 

This is believed to have been the money 
that Mrs. Bartholin was saving up to use on 
her trip to Milwaukee. The police do not 
think it could have been so large a sum as 
the young man estimated, as there is every 
indication now that Mrs. Bartholin was in 
need of money. 

He always was hard up and in need of 
money, said one of the néighbors, and this 
statement was borne out by the statement 
of Mr. Thompson, who learned that the 


‘young man had borrowed money from some 


of the merchants also to pay the gas bill.“

THE PROPOSED CUBAN TARIFF. 

This country may reap soon the first 
fruits of the senate’s failure to pass the 
©Ouban reciprocity bill. With perfect jus- 
tice the congress of the new republic pro- 
poses to authorize its chief executive to in- 
crease the tariff schedule on those articles 
of daily consumption which seem likely to 
yield the greatest revenue. As it happens, 
most of the articles are products of the mid- 
die west: ‘The duty on pine lumber may be 
increased 40 per cent; on meat products 50 
per cent; on flour, onions, potatoes, and 
peas, 100 per cent; on common soap, 150 
per cent; and on corn, 333 per cent. All of 
these articles are imported from the United 
States. In thirty days American produc- 
ers may begin to pay for the protection of 
the beet sugar industry. -— 

There are less than 260,000 acres in the 
United States devoted to sugar beet culture, 
and of these nearly 230,000 are in four 
states. It is said that the loss to the Min- 
nesota millers and the wheat growers of the 
northwest by a Cuban tariff like the one 
described will exceed many times the value 
of the beet sugar output of the country. 
The corn growers and cattle raisers will 
feel the tariff too. Whatever losses may 
befall the producers of the west through a 
higher Cuban tariff will be directly due to 
the seventeen senators who persisted in vio- 
lating the wishes and instructions of their 
constituents. In some cases there was ex- 
cuse for their position. They were de- 
ceived, possibly, as to-the real sentiment in 
their states, but the others were actuated 
by motives at which the public can only 
guess.

THE STATE OF AFFAIRS AT DUNNING. 

The statement of Dr. Patrick as to the 
condition of affairs in the insane wards at 
Dunning should lead to immediate action 
on the part of the county board. Dr. Pat- ~ 
tick was a member of a committee of expert 
neurologists who reached the conclusions to 
which he has given voice only after thorough 
examination. The substance of their report 
is that there are less than half as many 
attendants as are needed for the number of 
insane patients confined at the institution. 
In the ward in which the patient who met 
death at the hands of other madmen was 
confined there are only three attendants in 
the day time and one at night. | 

It is astonishing that there are not more 
tragedies such as that which led to the in- 
terview with Dr. Patrick. No matter how 
faithful and vigilant. employés may be it 
is beyond the ability of a few men to watch 
an unlimited number of insane. It appears 
that there are not enough attendants to per- 
mit all the patients to go out for an airing. 
| Humanity demands that the lot of the un- 
fortunate creatures at Dunning be made as 
endurable as possible and that nothing. 
which may be conducive to their recovery 
shall be omitted. 

Conditions at Dunning are much bet- 
ter than they used to be. There has been a 
decided improvement under President Han- 
berg’s administration, but it is evident from 
Dr. Patrick’s statement that there is room 
for further improvement.

THE RIGHTS OF THE ROAD. | ; 

In the collision between a wagon and an 
automobile in Evanstoh on Thursday, by 
which the machine itself was nearly 
wrecked, the wagon and its load smashed 
up, and both the wagon driver and the 
chauffeur injured, the latter was clearly to 
blame and confessed as much when he 
offered to pay for the damage he had caused. 
He gave the signal that he was coming, the 
wagon driver heard it and turned toward 
the curb, and the chauffeur did the same 
with the inevitable result of collision. 

Tae Tano has no desire to criticise Mr. 
Markham, the owner of the automobile, whe 
probably thought he had room to get by, but 
who could have had plenty of room if he had 
turned to the left. But as the horseless 
vehicles have now become a feature of the 
roads and undoubtedly have come to stay, 
and as many of them are noisy and all of 
them swift aud strong and liable to de- 
molish all vehicles with which they collide, 
except the heaviest trucks, certain regula- 
tions should be not only laid down but 
rigidly enforced. It is conceded the auto- 
mobile has a right to the toad and that auto- 
mobile drivers are not deadly enemies of 
horse vehicles and their drivers. Horse 
vehicles, however, do not often collide with 
any serious damage and there is no good 
‘reason why horseless vehicles should col- 
lide with them, and they would not if the 
ordinary rules of the road were observed. 
That these rules are not obeyed in many 
‘instances is the experience of every man 
who drives horses on roads much used by the 
owners of motor carriages. The latter are 
nearly always driven at great speed as com- 
pared with horse speed. No man would be 
allowed by the police to drive horses at that 
rate of speed or even at an approximate 
rate. Many of the automobiles are strongly 
built and some chauffeurs take it for grant- 
ed that horse vehicles will get out of the 
way rather than risk a collision and so send 
their machines along at top speed without 
any regard to the right and left rule, and at 
street intersections when they turn into a 
cross street will cut into the narrow space 
between the vehicle and the curb rather than 
go the longer way round, which they should 
do. This is a common trick of chauffeurs 
when going fast. The result is that owing 
to the reckless disregard of road rules by 
some careless or ighorant chauffeurs drivers 
of vehicles are puzzled to know which way 
to turn when these machines signal. Auto- 
mobilists have the same rights to the roads 
as others, but if they do not observe the 
rules of the road it is either because they 
are ignorant of them or of the rules of 
courtesy. 


SENATOR SMALL SHOULD RESIGN. 

If Senator Small were a man of fine feei- 
ing he would not only resign the chairman- 
ship of the republican state executive com- 
mittee, as has been suggested, but he would 
place his resignation as chairman of the 
board of trustees of the Kankakee asylum 
in the hands of Gov. Yates. In so doing he 
would not be in any way compromising his 
position. If the investigation which the 
board of charities is going to hold proves 
that Mr. Small was in no way implicated in 
the various scandals and that he sought to 
punish the guilty the governor will doubtless 
refuse to part with so valuable a public 
servant. If it should appear that Mr. Small’s 
connection with the asylum has not been 
creditable to himself or the state adminis- 
tration it will be vastly easier for the gov-

The members of the republican executive 
committee are said to feel that Mr. Small's 
connection with the committee will handicap 
the party in the fall campaign. Thesenator 
is the governor’s personal selection for both 
the positions he holds, but that is no reason 
why the party or the administration should 
be embarrassed by his continuance in official 
position while under a cloud. 

A thoroughgoing party man, such as Mr. 
Small is understood to be, looks on his own 
interests as of little consequence compared 
with those of the party. Such a man is 
willing to sacrifice himself sooner than em- 
barrass it. If he is too heavy a load for the 
party to carry he feels it-his duty to relieve * 
the party of the burden, Therefore, Senator 
Small should make sacrifices for the good 
of the party. He should retire to some 
sequestered nook in Kankakee county and 
remain there supported by the conscious- 
ness of innocence until he shall have re- 
ceived a formal vindication. 


_ THE UNION’S OPPORTUNITY. 

The organized employés of the Union 
Traction company have an opportunity now 
to show that they are able to make a conser- 
vative and intelligent use of the power 
which union has given them. The Union 
Traction company consented reluctantly to 
the unionizing of its employés. The men 
who control it feared that an organization 
composed of the employés would not be con- 
‘servative—that it would be unreasonable 
and aggressive in its demands. Demands 
have been made upon the company. One 
of them is for an increase in wages. It can- 
not be said that the wages asked for are 
unreasonably high, for the cost of living has 
gone up, but it is not customary to ask for 
so great an advance as 30 per cent. 

The company says it cannot grant the 
advance because it cannot afford to do so. 
The financial condition of the company is not 
good. An addition of 30 per cent to the 
aggregate of the pay roll would add materi- 
ally to the difficulties of the company. It is 
understood that the company is prepared to 
refer the wage question to arbitration. If 
so the employés should be willing to do like- 
wise and accept the award of arbitrators, | 
even though the award may give them only 
a small part of what they ask for.

SOUTHERN WHITE REPUBLICANS. | 

The republican state executive commit- 
tee of Alabama has adopted a rule which 
foreshadows a radical change in the per- 
sonnel of the party, as well as an equally 
radical change in its system of operations 
hereafter. The rule provides that only 
those who are duly qualified voters under 
the new state constitution shall take part 
in state and county conventions, or in pri- 
mary meetings, or massmeetings. As uh- 
der the provisions of the constitution ne- 
groes have been generally disfranchised, it 
follows that white men hereafter will have 
control, and that the party in the state will 
for all practical purposes be a white man’s 
party. 

If this pdlicy shall be followed in other 
states where the negro is generally barred 
from the suffrage franchise by their consti- 
tutions, the political situation will be 
changed radically. When both parties are 
white and managed by whites, contests will 
no longer be so one sided as they have been 
in the past. Those who differ from the pol- 
icy of the majority party, especially in local 
matters, may vote with the other party and 
independent voting will be encouraged. 
There are many democrats in the south who 
more than once would have voted with the 
republicans were it not that the race preju- 
dice was so Strong they could not bring 
themselves to vote with what they regarded 
as the negro party. Secessions from the 
democratic party may be more frequent in 
Alabama in the future. . 

When the two political parties in the 
south are white and contests are waged be- 
tween white men important advantages to 
the negroes themselves may ensue. Polit. 
ically, in any event, their condition cannot he 
any worse, for they have not the suffrage 
now, and so long as they form an active 
part of the republican party, without being 
able to help it in any way, they keep men 
out of the party who would otherwise join 
it. Under such circumstances there is not 
the slightest hope their political condition 
ean be improved. When the whites of Ala-

WHENTY years have elapsed since 
Queen Christina of Spain last visited 
the land of her birth, and there were 
such painful circumstances connected 


with that visit that I doubt whether | 


she cares to recall it. For dt followed a dis- 


te | 
57 halle flagrant indiscretions of his which 
were to her a source of so much sorrow 
throughout her. married life. On that occa- 
sion she had left Spain, vowing never to 
return, and it required all the entreaties and 
expostulations of her kinsman, Emperor 
Francis Joseph, in order to induce her to 
relent, to return to her erring husband, and 
to thus avoid a sensation and public scandal. 

She is now once more in Austria with her 
younger and unmarried daughter, having left 
Spain for the first time since her husband's 
death, seventeen years ago, and, although 
she returns to her native land as a widow, 
yet it is under far happier circumstances 
than on the former cccasion. For she has 
brought to a successful termination a task 
which at its outset nearly every one regarded 
as impossible—namely: the preservation of 
the Spanish throne throughout the minority 
of her son, who was unborn at the moment 
of his father’s death. During these sixteen 
years of her boy's minority Spain has been’ 
subjected to a disastrous war, which had 
the effect of robbing her of all of her colo- 
nial possessions in Asia and in the West In- 
dies. The throne has been threatened by 
Carlist insurrection and by republican revo- 
lution, Yet throughout all these perils Chris- 
tina has managed to steer the royal bark 


with so much common sense and sagacity | 


that she leaves today the king, her son, more 
firmly established on his throne than any of 
his predecessors. 


The fact that she should be able to quit 
the kingdom without fear for her son speaks 
volumes. For, although a most precocious 
youth, he is but 16 years of age—that is to 
say, at a time of life when parental guid- 
ance, not to say authority, is still not mere- 


ly judicious but even indispensable — she 


feels, however, that he will be well cared 
for by his eldest sister and by her husband, 
the prince and princess of the Asturias, who 
live with him, to whom he is devoted, and 
who, in the event of his becoming incapaci- 
tated by illness from reigning, would be en- 
titled by the terms of the constitution to the 
regency. The princess of the Asturias is 
the next heir to her brother, the king, and 
should he die without issue she would re- 
sume her place as queen regnant on the 
throne, which she occupied as a little girl 
during the six months that intervened be- 
tween the death of her father, the late king, 
and the posthumous birth of her brother, 
the present ruler of Spain. 4 
Her husband, the prince of the Asturias, 
who, bears that title by courtesy, and 
would become not king regnant but merely 
king consort in the event of his wife’s ac- 
cession to the throne, is Just the kind of man 
to act as mentor and to win the regard and 
admiration of a boy such as King Alfonso. 
For the prince is good looking, quiet, and lev- 
el headed, an adept in all sports and athlet- 
ic exercises, and wears on his breast the 
Spanish counterpart of the English Victoria 
cross, and of the United States medal of 
honor, conferred upon him for exceptional 
gallantry and feats of courage while in the 


| field against the insurgents in Cuba prior to 


the Spanish war with the United States, 

Queen Christina cannot fail to find many 
changes in Austria since her last v:sit there. 
There is an entirely new generation pt 
nephews, nieces, and cousins, born since she 
was last there, and who have yet to make 
her acquaintance. But there are likewise 
many familiar and cherished faces for which 
she will look in vain. Empress Elizabeth, 
Crown Prince Rudolph, Archduke Charles 
Louls, her old uncle, Archduke Albert, to 
whom she was so deeply attached, Archduke 
John, Archduke Leopold, besides many éth- 
ers, have all passed over to the great ma- 
jority since she was last in her native land 


and now repose.in the vaults of the Capuchin

church of Vienna—all save Archduke John, 
who mysteriously vanished from sight some 
ten years ago while on a voyage around 
nee Horn, and has never been heard of 
since, 

Queen Christina will remain several weeks 
in Austria with her various relatives and 
possibly occupy for a short time the beau- 
tiful chateau bequeathed to her in the nelgh- 
borhood of Vienna by the late Archduke Al- 
bert, and which was held in: eadiness for her 
arrival in 1808, at the moment during the war 
when it looked as if a revolution wéuld 
sweep the Spanish throne out of existence 
and drive her children and herself from the 
peninsula.

One of the results of the recent s h of 
Emperor William denouncing the Polish 
nationalist movement in the eastern prov- 
inces of his empire has been the determina- 
tion of the members of the Polish territorial 
aristocracy in those districts to resign their 
seats in the imperial parliament and in the 
Prussian legislature at Berlin.

Pployes of the hospital for the insane at 
Mankakee have more than ordinary reason 
ss complain of political assessments. Their 
gay has been diminished both to help fill 
the state campaign fund and to help out in 
Pell fights in Kankakee county. Two men, 
A. W. Huber of Kankakee and John Childs, 
my they were discharged from the institu- 
tion for refusing to submit to the levy. Other 
attendants declare the assessment, is two 
fold. Huber, who is foreman of the Reuter 
Hardware company, has this to say: 

mm February I was asked in a rounda- 
pout way if I had paid my political assess- 
ment, I said I had not, and furthermore I 
intimated pretty strongly that I had no in- 
jention of doing so. Matters ran along until 
sriy in February, when I was called into 
Dr. Corbus’ office and asked the same ques- 
tion. 1 gave the same answer, and then 
was told: ‘You know what will happen if 
you do not pay up.’ I refused to pay, and 
shortly after was discharged. John Childs 
was discharged at the same time for. the 
game reason. 

It is further reported that a former em- 
Nees named Spencer, now living in Brad- 
ey, was let out of the service of the state 
for like cause. 


Fixed Rule for Assessments. 

The rule at Kankakee, according to the 
tlestimony_of several attendants, is that all 
galaries Of $40 or over are to be assessed the 
regular 5 per cent for political purposes.

Object to “Tobacco Money” Levy.

They argue that when they owe their jobs 
t0 political reasons it is no more than fair 
that they should submit to political assess- 
ments, but what this tobacco money is for, 


and where it goes to, is something they would 
like to know about. 


The practice is to deduct from the pay of 


| male attendants 80 cents a month for tobac- 


00. As there are 100 odd male attendants this 
Geduction reaches a considerable amount. 
in return for this assessment the attendants 
paying it are entitled to draw its value in 
plug chewing tobacco every month. The 
arangement might be equitable enough if 
ai the men wanted the tobacco and drew it, 
but it is the testimony of attendants that 
the ration is not drawn.

Going Out to Bring In 100,000 New 
Members if Possible — Meeting of 
County Committee Directs Execu- 
tive Staffs of Wards and Towns to 
Assemble and Receive Instructions 
—Chairman E. S. Conway and Will- 
jam Lorimer Speak... | 


One hundred young republicans will 1 


out among the people of Chicago to preach 
party organization. Their exhortations are 
to be supplemented by the work of com- 
mitteemen, and club presidents, and the 
trained campaign hustlers. By these means 
the leaders at headquarters expect to get 
100,000 increase in the voting and working 
strength of the machine. 

The work was inaugurated at a meeting 
of the county central committee yesterday. 
All executive staffs. of the several ward 
and country town organizations were direct- 
ed to assemble at their respective head- 


‘quarters on such nights as they may desig- 


nate next week and receive their instruc- 
tions, 


Organization Too Small. | 

Chairman E. S. Conway explained that the 
troubles are due to an organization that is 
too small. He pointed out the way to stop 
the anti-machine cry, saying it is to get 
every republican possible to join and make 
him a cog in the machine. ' 

“Try to impress every man who believes 
in the principles of the republican party.“ 
he continued, that his place isin the organ- 
ization, that his name should be on the mem- 


bership rolls, and that he can have as much 


of a voice in directing the party’s affairs as 
any other republican. Within a short time 
we have built up the club in Oak Park from 
aimost nothing to a membership of 500. And 
the majority of the members are men who 
believed they were not wanted and could not 
become factors in the machine. Now they 
are enthusiastic and anxious to do their 
share of the work in this campaign. 


Lorimer Explains the Plans. 


William Lorimer explained in detail the 
plans of the county executive committee to 
build up the organization. 

We'o must begin our campaign to strength- 
en the party in the wards and precincts,“ he 
said, and make an organization that will 
be strong for all time.

Briefly, the device provides an additional 
safeguard against accident, over the famillar 
block system. It is, in a measure, dependent 
for its operation on the block system, and 
yet it also acts independently. It trusts the 
block signals only when they display the 
danger signal, but when they signal safety 
the Miller system relies on itseif. The most 
ingenious feature of the device is that it 
provides against human fallibility. A man 
in one of the signal stations may drop dead, 
or may make a mistake. Another advantage 
that the Miller system provides is that the 
signal which is to guide the engineer is di- 
rectly before his eyes. 

Electricity sent through the rails, as well 
as through a system of wires strung beside 
the track, is used for the new device.

TECUMSEH DEFEATS TRIDENT. 


American Yacht Wins from Canadian 
Defender in Second Race of Series 
for the Seawanhaka Cup. 


Beaconsfield, Que., Aug. 8.—Tecumseh, the 
American challenger for the Seawanhaka 
cup, defeated Trident, the Canadian defend- 
er, today in the second race of the series on 
Lake St. Louis by one minute and twenty 
seconds. 

"The course was triangular, three times 
around, the first leg being a beat, the second 
a reach, and the third a free run. 

The wind was never more than three- 
quarters strength, falling off towards the 
end, while the sea was calm. It was Te- 
cumseh's weather, and it defeated Trident 
by outfooting it.

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ROM the above map it will be seen that 
the historical and local color nov- 
élists have already seized, settled upon, 
bought, jumped, or preémpted the 

choicest territory within the borders of 
the United States. The unclaimed territory 
is nearly coextensive with that which is con- 


sidered valueless for farming, mining, manu- 


facturing, or residence purposes. There are, 
of course, some exceptions to this, but the 
rule generally holds good. The names given 
do not represent all the writers who hold 
claims in those localities, but only those 
which occurred to the mapmaker while he 
was at work. New York City has been 
done by so many novelists in the last half 
century that it is impossible to print one- 
tenth of their names. There may have been 
some names omitted from Boston and New 
England, which offer the same difficulties. 
Several Americans, like Mr. Brady and Miss 
Seawell, have written sea tales, so their 
names do not appear. 


‘The map shows that novelists, like hu- 


manity in general. are gregarious. They 
huddle together for protection and other ad- 


vantages in the large cities, not going out 
into the country until forced to do so by com- 
petition. The literary claims held by New 


England and other eastern fiction writers 


have, like the farms of those localities, been 


largely abandoned in late years, and the 


workers or their successors have been 
forced to places where the competition is not 
so fierce, and where the local color has not 
been overworked. Mary Wilkins, Sarah Orne 
Jewett, Mr. Howells, and a few others still 
delve in that stony and unproductive soil, 
but the historical fields of Europe have 
tempted. many American writers far afield, 
while others have come west to the middle 
States, and even to the Pacific coast. 

These literary emigrants find the choicest 
claims either preémpted by others, or else, 
as in California, thoroughly worked out by 
Harte and such men a generation ago, as 
the mining claims there are used up. In 
some cases there has been a reversal of this 
rule, as when Mr. Cable deserted his rich 
Creole claims In New Orleans, leaving them 
to Grace King and Kate Chépin, and invaded 
New England. 

But there are still vast territories yet un- 
touched, great areas of literary soil yet vir- 
gin to the pen or typewriter; huge masses of 
population undescribed; many dialects abso- 
lutely unintelligible to human comprehen- 
sion unexploited; and enough new local color 
to change the entire literary horizon. As our 
local dramatist, S. E. Gross, would say: 


“Why. pay rent in New York, Chicago, or 


Boston; why bore into the sterile soil of New 
England, when all this fallow land lies wait- 


ing the trenchant typewriter?” 

The trouble with most of the writers who 
are searching for new claims to stake out is 
that they only follow the railway lines., They 
write their novels on those little tables 


which the porter obligingly shoves into lower

gins with the local tints of Kansas is often 
blurred by the atmosphere of Arizona or New 


Mexico. This is a hint to the railways. The

LONDON, Aug. 8.—This is the London pub- 
lishers’ holiday season, and it is hard to find 
one in town, but they are always back and 
hard at work before the long vacations of 
the lawyers and politicians are ended.

book on his favorite subject. It is said that

doubtless will be one of the most interesting

NEW STORY OF THE BOER WAR. 
“Tommy Cornstalk Is a Plain Account 
of the Recent Contest from the Viewpoint 
of a Soldier. 

While the market is flooded with histories 
of the Boer war, histories written by learned 
doctors, foreign ministers, consul generals, 
and talented literary lights who have never 
been outside of London, there is still room 


for a really good account of just what hap- 
| pened, and this has been provided in Tom- 
my Cornstalk.“ by J. H. M. Abbott (Long- 


mans, Green & Co.). It is a history of the 
war as seen by a private serving in the Aus- 
tralian ranks. One gets a vivid picture of 
the actual occurrences on the Bloodstained 
veldts and kopjes of south Africa, and a 
truthful account of hospital lite in three 
of the principal centers of that storm- 
swept country. A soldier will appreciate 
this book, for the author does not describe 
his battles with the aid of a field glass from 
some safe vantage point, but takes his reader 
into the actual moi! and strife, and lets him 
see for himself. The author also finds what 
the war was about, for he says: 


One could not gaze out over the quiet valley and 


beyond the dim ridges to where the mine buildings 
stood—some of them still sending up thin columns 
of black smoke into the clear air, and still seeming 
to be worked—without feeling that here at last 
was the thing we had been marching, and starving, 
and getting fever, and dying for all these months 
past; that here, indeed, was the great reward of 
toll, and danger, and sickness, and bived that 
had been epilt es water over half a year and more. 
This was the thing that was to pay for Magers- 
fontein, and Colenso, and Stormberg, and the Tu- 
gela—for the sufferings. of the women and little 
children of Ladysmith, Kimberley, and Mafeking, 
Here it was—a long system of a particular kind 
of dirt, occurring in a peculiar geological fashion 
and containing a yellow metal. This was the 
prize, the great bone of contention which the big 
‘dog was taking from the little dog—and taking it 
simply because he could not avoid doing so. 

The story is remarkably well told. It 
should have a wide vogue among the Ca- 
nadians, for the author does them the honor 
of admitting that they were the most skill- 
ful horse thieves and looters of all the colon- 
lal forces called to do service im a foreign 


and inhospitable country.

A Tale on Biblical Lines Which Need Not

„Jesebel, by Lafayette McLaws, is a 
novel which really need not have been. writ- 
ten. (The Lothrop company publishes it.) 
It sets forth the grim and repulsive chron- 
icles of one of our “sacred” books, and 
relates, with no little detail, the treacheries, 
feuds, crimes, stupidities,. hypocrisies, and 
lusts of God's chosen people,“ their ene- 
mies and allies. It is a barbarous tale, in 
which the only admtrable characters are 
those which Miss McLaws has created out 
of her own head. The historical characters 
are horrible in the extreme, and their gar- 
dens, jewels, feasts, and general pictur- 
esqueness cannot reconcile the civilized read - 
er to them. ae 

Let us, in fiction as in other things, move 
on to the new day; and when we have heroes 
let them be honorable men: let the heroines 
be admirable, or at least of understandable 
human frailty., We ought not to be asked 
to dwell with demons, or to be interested in 
their ideas or concerned about their personal 
appearance, however fair it may have been. 
Titus Andronicus, that loathsome chronicle, 
heavy with blood, slimy with noxious sins, 
is pleasing compared with Jezebel, and the 
fact that Miss MeLaws is not responsible 
tor the plot does not excuse her. 

We have closed the chronicles of these 
fatal tales—they ought not to be imposed 
upon us in a new form. If they were trag- 
edy it would be a differe@t question. Trag- 
edy may not stride in the shambles; and 
450 murders in one day, with a prospect of 
retaliatory murders in the next, becomes 
ridiculous, for purposes of art.

„% My dear confrére,” wrote Larrey, “ 
stars are open doors for you; you Know what 
to think. Of all the comets which have trav- 
ersed the heavens, did not one shine par- 
ticularly bright on Aug. 15, 1769, above the 
cradle which sheltered Cesar and his for- 
tune, and did it not become the Napoleon 
comet?” Faye replied: : 

„My Dear Baron [for Napoleon had con- 
ferred the title of baron on his celebrated sur- 
geon]: The*famous comet of 1769 was dis- 
covered at Paris by Messier on Aug. 8. It 
was only towards the end of the month that 
it became visible to the naked eye. In Sep- 
tember it became magnificent. Its tail at- 
tained 60° length at the time when it disap- 
peared in the daylight on account of its prox- 
imity to the sun. Messier could not give the 
comet the name of Napoleon, as comets are 
not given proper names. They say ‘ Halley’s 
comet,’ but not the reverse, ‘Comet Halley,’ 
although we say the planet Venus or the 
planet Eugénie, because usage has adopted 
proper names for planets. 

“So far as the legend is concerned, you 
see it is unfounded. The’comet, so far from 
shining on Aug. 15, was invisible to the naked 
eye, and its tail was only 5° om 6° long. At 
any rate, it would not have particularly 
shown above Corsica, for a comet is visible 
simultaneously in every part of a hemi- 
sphere. .

At any rate, just before 
Napoleon’s birth, a comet of great brilliancy 
appeared in the sky, and the same phenom- 
enon was repeated at the time of his death.

HE WORLD'S EPOCH MAKERS,”’

Pollcy.“ Mr. Johnson has brought to his 
task a mind in no sense orientalized, yet one 
War too just and appreciative to admit the 
‘entrance of prejudicial views; a clear but 
plain and literal style, a well assimilated 
‘knowledge of his subjeet, and the enviable 


power of keeping himself well to his theme. 


It cannot be said that his book throws 
fresh light on the leader of Islam. That 
‘would, indeed, be a dificult thing to do. 
Nor is the popularly held idea of the prophet 


that is, the idea popularly held by Chris- 


tions—in any way altered. There was, in 
reality, much poetry in the life of Moham- 
‘med, bat Mr. Johnson has not thrown the 
giamour of this over his subject. His methods 
thave Deen those ofa realist, an historian, and 
“@ Christian, and given these, the result is 
not difficult to imagine. 

He follows Mohammed quite sympathet- 
ically through his boyhood, delineating, inci- 
‘dentally, the life of Arabia on desert and in 
town, sees the prophet set out upon his mis- 
sion, and makesnoattempt fo supply missing 
data. Other chroniclers of Mohammed have 
theorized about a certain hiatus in the rec- 


ords of the praphet, some holding that be- 


‘tween the first and second wisions he spent 
his time in studying Jesuist and Christian 
records; others that he lived unprofitably 
upon the bounty of his good wife Khadija; 
some that the period of quiescence was two, 
some seven years. Mr. Johnson. does. not 
consume his pages in speculation, but passes 
on to a history of the days of the deliverance 
. of the message—the laying of the corner stone 
of Isiam’s edifice. How the arrogant and 
ingenious epileptic won hisfollowers, fought 
his battles, married his wives, afd con- 
structed his laws is not, take it for all fn all, 
& pleasing @ecital. Its interest might have 
been added to had Mr. Johnson brought to 
his task more of the imaginative quality; 
and it is to be questioned if the historian of 
character is not under obligation to de 
more or less of a psychologist. : 

There are few topics with more interest 
than the fascination which madness has for 
the sane; or the power of unbridled egotism 
over the indecisive—witness. the power of 
Mrs. Eddy and Dr. Dowie—or the impress 
which “ possessed,” that is to say, epileptic, 
persons make upon their time, Somie ob- 
servation along these lines might have en- 
livened a subject which has been, to tell the 
truth, treated in a grand manner by Mr.

The historian has chosen to depict, instead 
of these things, the effect of Mohammed's 
teachinge—the, seclusion of half the popula- 
tion in the degrading of women from the po- 
sition of freedom and power which they held 
previous to the time of the prophet; the de- 
cay of hospitality and of fealty to the 
Walt; the inculcation of war which gives 
no quarter; and the extraordinary devotion 
to ceremonial, a powerful cause of sectarian- 
ism.

CLERGYMAN’S STRANGE TALE. 

„ Ongon Is a Weird Indian Story of 
Early’ Chicago, by the Rev. Dubois H. 
-Loux. 

A stra 


weird. tale is that of Dubois 
H. Loux’s Ongon. The author has chosen 
Chicago and its vicinity-in the year 1883 for 
the scene of his story, and has thrown-around 
the Indians who dwelt here at that time an 
atmosphere of romance and tdealism.. Mr. 


Loux, who was formerly pastor of the Camp 


Park Présbyterian church of Chicago, 
chinks that most people have held the toma- 
hawk so close to their eyes that they have 
never really seen an‘Indian. He says the 
Indian is a. moral being and the Christian 
religion is adapted to help.the creator com-~ 
plete his plan in every part of his great 
ethical world.” The Indian's love for figures 
of speech is freely indulged in, and to most 
ot the principal characters deeply religious 
natures are given by the author. There is 
an air of mystery throughout the book, and 
though many things are left to be guessed 
at, the reader's curiosity is satisfied, at 
least as to the main points at issue. 

The story of Ongon is extremely im- 
probable yet interesting. withal, though it 
requires the closest attention to always grasp 
the thread of the narrative, which at times 
is as intricate as are the ways of a rascally 
Indian agent, Buhl-Bysee by name, who 
caused trouble for everybody, and especially 
for Ongon, whom he cannot subsidize with 
whisky and baubles. Ongon is a “ chief 
king, ‘who rules his people by the power 
of love entirely. He has been educated by 
priests, and hopes to solve the problem which 
éonfronte his race. The Princess Minne- 
tonka, his wife, is the embodiment of the 
good and beautiful. Seeking to get rid of 
Ongon, the agent accuses him of the murder 
of a soldier who had accidentally shot and 
killed the oldest child of the chief king. 

Lusette, a young girl from the south, as- 
sumes the role of a gypsy. and works on the 
credulity of the bad Indians by means of a 
trained bear, a snake, and a thrush in order 
to get information which will clear Ongon. 
She is largely instrumental in establishing 
his innocence, and at the same time proves 


that he is her brother, who was lost in a 


wreck when an infant. An old Indian chief 


had rescued and adopted him, bringing him 
up gs his own son. Lusette, or as she is also 
known, Jean, and Ongon meet only to be 
peparated by the death of the latter, caused 
by a beam falling on him in an effort to save 
her from being Killed in a subterranean 
palace, where she had been incarcerated by 
the orders of Buhl-Bysee.
